"There is no doubt that Frank 
Holt was Erich Mnenter," Professor- 
Gould said today^'I decided for sev- 
eral reasons since I have known Muen- 
ter to be masquerading as Holt, not 
to~ expose him.

;he flames could not reach it he re- 
moved the remainder of his clothing. 
STothing remains of the boy's clothing 
jut a scorched piece of cloth and some 
juttons.

Thaw insane at the present time. The 
evidence introduced about his actions 
years ago have litttle bearing on the 
present trial, lawyers declare.

CARE OF THE LITTLE GHICK^ 


Excellent Shelter Provided for Hen 


•nd H«r Brood by Use of Frame 


•nd Wire Netting. 


Here is a drawing of an original 


poop and run for a hen and her young 
brood. Its advantages are many, 
writes Alfred M. White of Falrfleld 
county, Ohio, In Orange Judd Farmer. 
For instance, the chicks are safe 
from hawks, crows and rats; 'at all 
times they have limited range without 
becoming nearly drowned In high, 
wet grass; they are near safe shel- 
ter at time of sudden thunder show- 
ers; hens with early hatched chicks 
are likely to wean them before chilly 
nights have passed; no danger of a 
hen picking another hen's chickens 
to death; chicks are always at their 
feeding place at feeding time. 


The run is three and one-third by

10,000 on state and 


CARE OF THE LITTLE CHICKS' 


Excellent Shelter Provided for Hen 


and Her Brood by Use of Frame 


and Wire Netting. 


Here Is a drawing of an original 


poop and run for a hen and her young 
brood. Its advantages 
are many, 


writes Alfred M. White of Falrfleld 
county, Ohio, In Orange Judd Farmer. 
For Instance, the chicks are safe 
from hawks, crows and rats; 'at all 
times they have limited range without 
becoming nearly drowned in high, 
wet grass; they are near safe shel- 
ter at time of sudden thunder show- 
ers; hens with early hatched chicks 
are likely to wean them before chilly 
nights have passed; no danger of a 
hen picking another hen's chickens 
to death; chicks are always at their 
feeding place at feeding time. 


The run Is three and one-third by 


six feet and twenty Inches high, cover- 
Ing twenty square feet of ground. The 
framework is made of one by two 
Inch material. The sides, top and the 
ends opposite the coop are covered 
with one-Inch wire mesh eighteen 
Inches wide. The little slat door on 
top Is for convenience in feeding and 
watering.
